The Treasurer's report shows that the year closed with 
a balance of $174,77 in the Highway Account and $2,530.06 
in the General Account. The method of allotting State Aid 
for highway improvements was changed by the last Legis- 
lature so that a separate account for Permanent Highway 
Work is no longer required. 

These balances are practically the same as those carried 
over from 1932 with the town tax unchanged. Needless to 
say we have endeavored to exercise rigid economy in all our 
expenditures but it is evident that this showing could not 
have been made were it not for the funds received from 
other sources amounting to $10,451.21. These were made up 
as follows: State refund for loss of Intangible Tax, $6,906.90 ; 
unexpended balance of State Aid for Permanent High- 
ways, $1,931.08 and Federal Unemployment Relief $1,613.23. 

The Sidewalk construction made during the year con- 
sisted of a new tar walk on Williams Street and extending 
the Warner Avenue tar walk as far as Olympus Road. Im- 
provements providing for highway surface water drainage 
included new drains at the corner of North Street and Green 
Square, corner of School Street and Cross Street, corner of 
Cross Street and West Street, and on Beaver Pond Road, 
north of West Street junction. Short sections of tar gutters 
were also built on Main Street and on Warner Avenue. Near- 
ly all of West Street within the Village limits was treated 
with tarvia, thus adding to our system of surface treated 
highways. We recommend that similar improvements be 
made each year in so far as available funds will peimit. 



A number of Work Relief projects and as much of the 
regular highway work as possible have been utilized to pro- 
vide employment for the needy unemployed. All of this 
work was under the supervision of the Highway Commis- 
sioner and was paid for largely out of highway funds. An 
effort was made to improve the appearence of the roadside 
by cleaning up tin cans and rubbish, cutting brush, trim- 
ming trees and grading the narrow strip between the side- 
walk and the travelled way. The larger projects include the 
widening of Beaver Pond Road, Park Street and Cross 
Street, and preparing Cross Street and School Street (from 
the corner of North) for tar via surface treatment. 

At the expense of Mr. Redfield Proctor, a dangerous 
turn on South Street was improved by cutting back a high 
bank and building an attractive stone retaining wall. 

The expenditures for the support of the poor would 
have been larger had it not been for the cooperation of 
those requiring assistance. During the past two years it 
has been the policy in so far as it can reasonably be done, 
to limit direct aid to those who are physically unable to 
work, and to provide those who are able to work with work 
relief. Town gardens were prepared and 32 cords of wood 
were cut on the Town Forest to provide fuel. At present 
there are about 30 men employed on Town Relief Work. 

The large factor, however, in caring for the needy un- 
employed was the work provided through the Civil Works 
Administration. Seven separate highway projects and one 
project to extend the sewer near Field Street were author- 
ized. This work was started November 27, 1933 and it has 
given some employment to ninety of the most needy of the 
unemployed. The amount of work allowed has varied from 
il to 30 hours per week depending upon the needs of the 
individual and upon the rules prescribed. Up to February 
1st the Federal Government has paid out $6,494.08 for wages 
and the Town has paid out $2,293.13 for truck hire, tools, 
materials and supplies for the projects within the town lim- 
its. A total of 228 unemployed men over 18 years of age 
have registered since August 10, 1933. 
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The various Town Officers have endeavored to make 
their printed reports as concise and informative as possible. 
The detailed items of the various accounts are on file with 
the Town Treasurer and are available for inspection to any 
tax payer. 

We wish to express our gratitude for the splendid co- 
operation and assistance we have received from all the towns- 
people. We are especially grateful to the Town Clerk and 
the Road Commissioner for the helpful manner in which 
they have handled the ^eat amount of additional detailed 
work which has been required. We know that it has been 
a most difficult year for a large number of our people and 
we regret that we have been unable to grant many of the 
requests which have been made. We realize, as never before, 
how fortunate we are in having so many generous and public 
spirited citizens and we are especially proud of the courage 
and fortitude which is being shown by all the people of our 
community.

To provide winter work, a State Aid project for widen- 
ing and improving the East Road just north of the Rutland- 
Proctor line was carried out using the balance of funds left 
in this account and $239.54 from the General Highway ac- 
count. No funds were voted to this account at the 1933 
Town Meeting. The financial statement herewith applies to 
the above mentioned project which did not include the tar 
work which was done as a part of the surface treatment 
work. Some other work like drainge, which usually would 
have been done by this account, was done under the General 
Highway Account. 
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The financial statement above is presented in slightly 
different form this year to avoid repetition and show both 
receipts and disbursements gi'ouped. A separate grouping is 
also made covering extra expenses in connection with C. W. 
A. projects, the Government paying only straight labor 
costs. Included in the general highway disbursements are 
many make work costs most of which have been refunded by 
the Selectmen. All of the labor used has been to furnish 
relief. 

All of the tarvia treated roads were given a coat of 
tarvia again and about one half mile of West Street treated 
two coats for the first tim.e. On the East Road curves were 
banked and widened, $1105.25 was spent for labor and trucks 
on tarvia work making the cost $2944.02. The patrol cost of 
$297.00 should also be added for tarvia roads total costs. 

Calcium Chloride was applied to all roads and streets 
except the least used outlying ones. No State Aid is received 
for this work now, and the total expense including labor 
averages about $500.00 yearly. A few tons of chloride are 
used in ice removal and sanding each year as a part of the 
winter maintenance which has become an important matter. 
To January 31, about three tons of chloride have been used 
costing about $65.00 and truck hire, plowing, shoveling and 
sanding labor totaling about $580.00 have been expended. A 
portion of this will be returned for plowing in the Towns of 
Rutland and Pittsford. 

Drainage work has been continued by laying an under 
drain on School Street and a pipe with catch basins and 
ditches at West Street and Beaver Pond Road junction; and 
West street and Cross Street junction. Cross or culvert pipes 
were installed on Williams Street and Field Street. Tar gut- 
ters were put in on Warner Ave. and near the Library. 
$553.13 was expended out of Highway Account mostly for 
labor. 

A large amount of gravel has been used not only on re- 
surfacing projects under State Aid but also on Village 
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streets. The Florence Road had the State Aid work and Park 
Street was straightened and widened. About $700.00 was 
expended on the Florence Road and $257.50 received back 
from the State. The Park Street work cost about $300.00. 
The unselected portion of our West Road has always been 
bad, so $974.64 was expended in ditching and graveling about 
two miles. The State returns for all resurfacing and un- 
selected road work a maximum of $50.00 per mile at present, 
and the Town received $785.00. Considerable work has been 
done on South, Park, Williams and Warner Streets in grad- 
ing and sodding sidewalk edges. A little over $200.00 was 
expended. 

About $90.00 was spent in building a much needed new 
guard rail on Cliff Street. Some material is on hand for a 
new rail on the Florence Road when conditions permit. 

Up to December 1, the Town Forest work was carried in 
the Highway Account and refunded by the Selectmen. It is 
now being carried wholly as a relief matter and paid for by 
the Selectmen. Cutting out old and unworthy trees and trim- 
ming is being done. About thirty cords of wood have been 
cut thus far. 

The total cost of materials and items not covered by 
Government appropriation for C. W. A. projects is shown as 
a separate division. This covers expenditures to January 31 
only. Many tools had to be purchased and rented, a com- 
pressor rented and all explosives furnished.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 



Report for the year ending February 5, 1934, shows a 
marked decrease in the number of communicable diseases 
in our community. 

Four cases of scarlet fever were reported. Three fam- 
ilies were under full quarantine for that disease, the only in- 
stances of full quarantine for the year. 

There has been an extensive epidemic of chicken pox, 
95 cases having been reported. 

Of the other communicable diseases there were only 
two cases of mumps and three of whooping cough. 

Two inspections of children suspected of having a con- 
tagious disease have been made. 

Only once during the year has there Deen a complaint 
that a public nuisance existed. Inspection of this condition 
proved it to be a nuisance only to those who went far out 
of their way to reach its vicinity. 

Samples of water from the Proctor swimming pool were 
sent to the State Laboratory in July. The report on these 
samples was such as to allay any fears of contagion from 
the water. 

Every three months the State Laboratory examines 
samples of the village water supply. As in previous years, 
each report has shown the water to be, ''Good drinking 
water.*'
